In New Orleans Monday. 

The White House sakL 
Sunday night President 
and Mrs. Nixon will ar- 
rive at New Orleans In- 
ternational Airport about 
10:30 a.m. and moments 
later will precede in a 
motorcade to downtown 
New Orleans. The presi- 
dential motorcade is 
scheduled to arrive down- 
town about It a.m. 

Starting at the intersec- 
tion o£ Carondelet and Ca- 
nal streets, the motorcade 
will precede on to The Kiv- 
ergate, where the President 
will deliver a foreign policy 
address at the opening 
session of the 74th Annual 
Convention of the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars. 

The presidential party will be 
greeted at the airport by Gov. 
Edwin W. Edwards and his 
wife; Mayor Moon Landrieu and 
members of the Louisiana con- 
gressional delegation. 

Gov. Edwards will present the 
President a pair of cuff links.
